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PREFACE 


On  the  completion  of  the  first  twelve  volumes  of  the  Trans- 
actions, an  Index  of  the  titles  of  the  communications  made  to 
the  Society  was  prepared  by  the  late  Mr.  Wheatley.  Since 
the  year  1878,  however,  no  further  General  Index  of  the 
contents  of  the  Transactions  had  been  continued. 

In  February,  1896,  the  Council  took  into  consideration  the 
preparation  of  a  complete  G-eneral  Index  to  the  contents  of 
the  Transactions,  and  it  was  decided  ''  that  it  is  the  urgent 
duty  of  this  Society  to  publish  a  General  Index  of  the  first 
twenty-eight  volumes  of  the  Transactions,  also  that  the  ques- 
tion be  referred  to  a  sub-committee  to  report  as  to  the  best 
person  to  prepare  the  same." 

A  report  was  made  by  the  sub-committee  on  March  13th, 
when  it  was  decided  "  that  a  Committee,  consisting  of  the 
President,  the  Honorary  Secretaries,  Mr.  A.  Pearce  Gould, 
Dr.  Dawson  Williams,  and  Dr.  Archibald  E.  Garrod,  bo 
appointed  to  carry  into  effect  the  decision  of  the  Council : 
Dr.  Garrod  to  act  as  Secretary,  to  make  and  see  through 
the  press  a  complete  Index  of  the  first  twenty-eight  volumes 
of  the  Transactions,  under  the  general  supervision  of  the 
Committee." 

The  work  was  at  once  commenced,  and  was  already  far 
advanced  when  it  was  decided  in  October,  1896,  that  the 
contents  of  Volume  XXIX  should  be  included  in  the  Index ; 
while  still  later,  in  May,  1897,  it  was  decided  that  the  publi- 
cation should  await  the  issue  of  Volume  XXX. 


IV  PREFACE. 

The  Committee  had  the  pleasure  of  handing  the  completed 
Index  to  the  Council  in  October,  1897,  when  the  Council 
directed  that  it  should  be  printed,  and  authorised  its  distribu- 
tion to  all  Members  of  the  Society  entitled  to  receive  free 
copies  of  the  Transactions,  and  to  all  those  at  that  time 
receiving  presentation  or  exchange  copies. 

The  entire  labour  of  preparing  the  Index  has  fallen  on  the 
Secretary,  Dr.  Archibald  E.  Garrod,  and  the  Committee 
ventures  to  think  that  all  Members  of  the  Society,  and  all 
those  needing  to  consult  the  Transactions  in  the  future,  will 
owe  a  deep  debt  of  gratitude  to  him  for  the  exhaustive 
manner  in  which  his  task  has  been  carried  out,  and  the 
discrimination  he  has  shown  in  the  selection  of  the  numerous 
headings  employed.  As  will  be  at  once  seen,  the  entire  con- 
tents of  the  thirty  volumes  have  been  collated  for  the  Subject 
Index,  and  the  whole  information  contained  in  them  is  placed 
at  the  ready  disposition  of  the  consulter.  A  short  explana- 
tory introduction  as  to  the  scope  and  arrangement  of  the 
Index  is  appended  by  the  author.  Dr.  Garrod. 


INTRODUCTOEY    NOTE 


The  Index  which  follows  covers  the  first  thirty  volumes 
of  the  Clinical  Society's  Transactions  and  the  two  supple- 
mentary volumes  which  contain  the  reports  of  the  Com- 
mittees on  Myxoedema  and  on  the  Periods  of  Incubation  and 
Contagiousness  of  certain  Infectious  Diseases. 

It  is  divided  into  two  distinct  portions,  including-  respec- 
tively the  names  of  authors  and  the  subjects  dealt  with. 

In  the  Name  Index  the  titles  of  the  contributions  of  the 
several  authors  are  given  in  the  order  of  the  volumes  in 
which  they  occur,  reports  of  committees  and  remarks  made 
in  discussions  being  placed  last. 

In  the  Subject  Index,  wherever  the  same  series  of  refer- 
ences occurs  under  more  than  one  heading,  and  fuller  details 
are  given  in  one  place  than  another,  cross  references  are  in- 
serted as  guides  to  the  heading  under  which  most  details 
will  be  found. 

The  tabular  matter  contained  in  the  volumes  will  be 
found  classified  and  indexed  under  the  heading  "  Tables," 
and  for  convenience  of  reference  other  collective  headings, 
such  as  "Malformation"  and  "Foreign  body,"  have  been 
included. 

It  frequently  happens  that  the  several  auttiors  who  con- 
tribute to  the  Transactions  employ  different  names  for  the 
same  disease.  Where  this  is  the  case  the  disc^ase  has  been 
indexed  under  a  single  head,  cross  references  being  given 
from  the  alternative  designations. 

In   some   instances    the  true  nature    of   a   case   is  only

rcvoiilod  in  the  last  of  a  series  of  coinmuniciitions  of  which  it 
forms  the  subject,  under  which  circumstances  the  indexing 
of  the  earlier  papers  of  the  series  does  not  always  accord 
with  their  titles.  The  same  applies  to  certain  diseases  which 
at  the  time  of  publication  of  the  earlier  descriptions  of  them 
in  the  Transactions  had  not  received  distinctive  names,  or 
to  which  names  were  at  first  applied  different  from  those 
which  have  since  met  with  general  acceptance.  As  examples 
of  such  diseases  "  myxojdema,"  "  acromegaly,"  and  "  urti- 
caria pigmentosa  "  may  be  quoted. 

Lastly,  seeing  that  the  contents  as  well  as  the  titles  of  the 
papers  have  been  indexed,  it  will  sometimes  be  found  that 
the  page  referred  to  forms  part  of  a  paper  the  title  of  which 
has  no  obvious  connection  with  the  point  indicated.
